WESTERN AVENUE BUSSES ARE SOREL? NEEDED

ORRANCE was not designed as a “bedroom” for Los

Angeles. It was built. to live on its own account,
Unlike Inglewood and Compton, Torrahce possesses |within
its own limits the resources for a large population,

Yet added to these resources which are bound up in
its “industries, Torrance is moré modérn and more at-
tractive in most details than “any of the:“bedroom” towns
of the southwest.
One very important essentlal is la¢king—transportation.
The fare from Torrance "to Los Angeles is far too high.
It discriminates against Terrance. To get to Hollywood
from here by street car spoils half a day———not to mentlon
inconvenience and tedium.
The - State Railroad Commission has' berore it an ap-
plication for a bus line franchise from Lbng Beach to
Hollywood via' Terrance and Western Avenue.
We cannot see how this body can refuse such a permit.
Such a bus line would serve a great and densely popu-
lated district. It would pmvide service for thousnnds out-
side of Torrance,
